BY THE LORD LIEDTENAKT OF IRELAND IN COUNCIL, NORMANBY. 

\X^HEREAS, we did, on the 31st day of October last, make certain rules 

» T for effecting the purposes of an Act passed in the first year of Her 
Majesty’s reign, intituled, “ An Act_ to provide more effectual means to make 
Treasurers of Counties and Counties of Cities in Ireland account for Public 
Monies, and to secure the same and we did, on the IGth day of Februarj^ 
last, make a rule supplemental thereto ; and whereas it appeal's essential to 
make further provision for effecting the said purposes, we do therefore herebv 
order that the following rules be added to those alread}" made bj' us, so as 
aforesaid: — 

1. That all Exchequer Bills, to be purchased pm-suant to the provisions of 
the said Act, shall be lodged in the Bank of Ireland. 

2. Tliat any levai'i facias, to be issued pursuant to the prolusions of the 
said Act, shall be returnable in six weeks from the date thereof. 

3. That in case of any neglect touching the execution of such levari facias, 
as aforesaid, the Chief Remembrancer shall certifj^ the same, under his hand 
and seal, to Her Majesty's Attorney-general. 

4. That the Chief Remembrancer, instead of having two cheque clerks at 
80?. a year each, shall have one general clerk at 120?. a year, which salary 
shall be charged upon the fee fund created pursuant to the pronsions of the 
said Act, instead of the salaries winch would have been payable to the said 
two cheque clerks.

BY THE LORD LIEUTENANT OF IRELAND IN COUNCIL, EBRINGTON. 

Pi'RSUAKT to the powers in us vested by an Act passed in the first year of 
the reign of Her present Majesty, intituled “ An Act to provide more effectual 
means to make Treasurers of Counties and Counties of Cities in Ireland account 
for Public IMonies, and to secure the same and by another Act, jjassed in the 
first and second years of the reign of Her present Majestj-, intituled, “ An Act 
to amend an Act of tlie last Session of Parliament for ])ro\iding more effectual 
means to make Treasurers of Counties and Counties of Cities in Ireland accoimt 
for Public ^lonies, and to secure the same,” 

We do hereby order that the following rule shall be supplemental to the 
rules and orders made by the Lord Lieutenant in Council on the 31st day of 
October 183/ : 

It shall be lawful for the Treasurer, or Clerk of the Ci'own of each coxmtv, 
or count}- of a city, or town in Ireland, at any time before the expiration of 
two months from the termination of the next assizes for such countv, or 
county of a city, or town, to present a petition of appeal to the Lord Lieute- 
475- nant 
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nant of Ireland in Council, praying that any account of the treasurer for such 
county heretofore passed by the Chief Remembrancer may be altered in such 
manner as shall be specified in such petition ; and as to any treasurer's account 
%vhich shall hereafter be audited and declared by the said Chief Remembrancer, 
it shall in like manner be lawful for such Treasurer, or. Clerk of the Crown as 
aforesaid, withm two months from the termination -6f the assizes next following 
the time when he shall have received the same, to present a petition praying 
that the same may be altered in such manner as shall be specified in such 
petition. And the audit of each treasurer’s account heretofore passed, or which 
shall hereafter he passed by the Chief Remembrancer, shall be deemed final 
and conclusive, unless a petition shall be presented within such time as afore- 
said for an alteration therein.
